London, March 21. — Mr. Gladstone ar- 
rived in London from Brighton thia morn- 
ing, 'i He is maoh stronger, but is still 
tronl|l6d:with hoanenesi and oatarcbr Xbe 
oondttlon of his eyes is about' the same. 
Mrs. Gladstone is not at all well. Mr. 
Gladstone has had a consaltation with Dr.

Iiuncheon to Australliiu Delegates in London

London, Maroh 21. — The United Empire 
Trade League gave a luncheon to-day to Sir 
Thoa. Mollwraith, of QucenEland, and Hon. 
Kobt. Roid, of Victoria, Auatralia. The 
Right Hon. James Lowtber, presided, and 
in the coarse of an able apeeoh, advocated 
the commoroiai anion of the empire. He 
cloaed by proposing "The prosperity of 
mutual trade within the empire." 

Sir Thoa. Mollwraith endorsed tho prin- 
ciples of the United Empire Trade League 
and said it was tho universal deaire through- 
out tho colonies to bring tho diCTereut sec- 
tiona of tho empire cloacr togothcr. The 
leading men of tho coloniea believed thoy 
see the way oleorly to tho attainment of 
thia object by a Bysleni of preferential trade 
between the mnt,licr country and coloniea. 

Hon. Kobt. Reid dwelt on tho Uonadian- 
Auetralian steamship and all-Britisb oable 
project, b,nd urged an Imperial subsidy for 
each. 

Sir Charles Tupper proposed "The United 
Empire Trade League," ia au ablo speech, 
in which ho described tho efforts Canada 
is making to aecuro Britiah trade, and ad- 
vocated a reviaion of the trado relations be- 
tween Britain ond tho colonies. 

Col. Howard Vincent replied on behalf of 
the League, which lio said is young but 
growing faat. He beliiived that in this move- 
ment might ho found a remedy for tho pres- 
ent depression. The lack of induatrial em 
ployment in Britain is, he said, developiog 
colonial trade on a preferential basis.

Baltimobb^ Marob 2l.-rA dispatoh from 
Norfolk, Ya., says that there was a most 
aeneational murder committed there thia 
afternoon. Edith Hugo, 15 years old, the 
daughter of a prosporoua farmer of Norfolk 
oonnty, about four miles from that city, had 
been at St. Vincent hospital four days hnder 
treatment.

MORE COMPLICATIONS. 

DimcnltiCB Arise Out of tlio Refuge Given to 
Admiral da Oaina by Portuguese 
Naval Olllcera. 

Rio de Janeiro, March 21. — International 
complicutions which tend to asaumo a grave 
character have orisen in tho revolution, the 
subsequent snrrender of the insurgent ves- 
sels and the escape of Admiral da Gama and 
his officers. The Portuguese warships on 
which da Gama and his ofHcera took refuge, 
were permitted to leave the harbor under 
the express stipulation imposed by the 
Brazilian Government that da Gama and the 
officers with him were to remain on board 
the ships until the Governments of Portu- 
gal and Brazil had settled the question. The 
action of tho PortugucBo naval officers who 
protected da Gama and his officers, caused a 
strong feeling of indignation in official aa 
well as civil circles, and it is known that 
Prnsident Peixoto is in poascBsion of doou- 
moutB of tho utmost importance aa showing 
that aid was systematically given to tho 
insurgents by the ofiBoera of other European 
vessels.

Canadian Home Olroles— ExonrsionlstB to the 
Northwest-Ontario Budget Passed. 

Toronto, March 21.— (Speoial)- The Su- 
preme Cireuit of Canadian Home Circles be- 
gan ita annual meeting here with 150 dele- 
gates in attendance. They come from as 
far West as British Columbia, and East as 
far aa New Brunswick, Rev. John Kay, 
the supreme loader, in opening the conven- 
tion, mado a congratulatory address, show- 
ing tho substantial growth of the order since 
the last meeting.

NEWFOUNDLAND GALES. 

Terrible Storms Do Immense Damage— Fears 
Entertained for the Sealing; Fleet. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Moroh 21.— A terrible 

northeast gale visited tho coast of this 
island last night, and caused immonao dam- 
age in St. Johns, many new houses being 
blown down and several other buildings 
partly unroofed. The whole coast of Con- 
ception Bay was swept by the storm. Many 
villages were devastated and a large seotion 
of the railway line was flooded. The wires 
are' down in ill the northern looalities, and 
it ia impossible to learn the extent of the 
the damage done. The worst feature of this 
storm is that the aeal fishery is now in pro- 
gress, and twenty-two stoamera, with a 
largo number of men, were hunting seals 
right ia tho centre of the storm area. It is 
feared that the effect upon them will be 
veryseiioua. A similar atorm two years 
ago resulted in tho Trinity Bay disaster. 
Two hundred men were then carried off on 
the ioe, and twenty-seven perished. 

WSli KOSSUTH 

Will Be Buried at Pesth at the Fablto Expense 
—He Lett Ko Beal Estate. 

TcBiK, Marob 21.— A plaster oast of Eos 
Buth's face was taken to-day, and the body 

was embalmed. It is now said the remains 
will ho buried at Pesth at the expense of 
that city. The municipal officers of Turin 
olTorod to. provide a suitable tomb for tho 
remains, fossuth loft no real estate prop 
crty in consequence of losses through the 
failure of the Italian banks. He was aome 
time ago compelled to sell his great library 
for 16,000 florins. This and the personal 
property in his honse is believed to be all his 
possessions. The exeoutore aearohed bis 
papers to-day, but Were tinoble to find a 
will or direotions for.the fnaefaL 

Pestii, Maroh 21. — Numerous emblems 
of mourning were displayed iu the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day in honor of Kcamlh'a 
memory.

(From Our Ovim Correspondent) 
Ottawa, March 21— Sir John Thompson 
made an important statement tO;day, in 
replying to questions pub by Sir Richard 
Cartwright. He said that the regnl'aWna 
adopted by the Paris tribunal have no force 
or validity against British subjects until a 
statute was passed by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. No doubt the treaty obligations of 
Great Britain obliged her to adopt legisla- 
'tlon.of .that - ^araoter. The oontrary 
view was held ' to some extent by the 
United States, but the Government at 
Washington had boon notified of tho view 
of the Imperial authorities and were well 
aware that tho Behring Sea regulations are 
not now in force. If tho United States 
sent cruiaera to accompany tho sealing fleet 
it would only be for the purpose of seeing 
that United Statea' rights wore protected, 
irreapeotivo of the Paria tribunal, and their 
right of interference would only apply 
to the citizona of the United States. 
If it wore intended that the gunboats of the 
United Statea ahould accompany our fieet in 
tho Pacific ocean, the Canadian Government 
would request that a British man-of-war be 
commissioned to accompany the fleet to see 
that tho United Statea cruisers did not too 
zealously discharge their duties. He qdded 
that the modus vivendi had expired last 
year and had not been renewed. The Cana- 
dian Government had represented to tho 
Britiah Government the impropriety of 
making any provisions thia year whioh 
would bo applioable to vessels whioh had 
already sailed.

The executive committee of the Grand 
Lodge, I.O.G.T., met in this city la6t even- 
ing.

Word was received here thia afternoon 
that tho body of the lato Norman McDougall, 
one of the passengers on board tho ateanier 
Eatelle at the time of the exploaioo, haa 
been reoovored. Tho news of tho finding of 
the body was brought to Comox by a man 
named Robert Hall, who reports that both 
legs were blown off. The body will be 
brought hero by Mr. Manson, jr., and from 
h,5ro taken to Now Wcatminster for inter- 
moDi^. Mr. McDougall was part owner of 
the Estelle, and waa brother-in-law of A. 
Haalam. M. P, 



THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

To THK Editor -.—Tho whole subject of 
tho Jubilee hospital in its relation to tho 
city of Victoria ia, I think, not understood 
by the public — n jr appreciated by the board 
of aldermen. Tho long aud lll-oonHidored 
report of tho C^ty Council committee on this 
subject is both misleading aud unfair. 

It ia certainly tho duty of a city of tho 
age and size of Victoria to make proper pro- 
Tiaion for tho treatment and maintenance of 
its indigent sick ; I imagine no one will dia- 
pnto thia contention. How has Victoria, as 
a municipality, hitherto performed this its 
obvious duty 1 For a number of yoars the 
aiok poor of the oity were cared for at tho 
old Royal hospital. Thia ancient institution 
waaaupported by a grant of money from 
tiie Frovinofal. Government acd by volun- 
tary aubaoriptiona from a few Icind-hoartud 
citizens. The ifnly contribution made by tho 
city of Victoria consiat«d of a yearly gift at 
Christmas of $20, to aid in farDiahtng the 
inmates of the hospital a Christmas dinner. 

The Jubilee hospital waa orocted by aid 
of a Provincial Government grant of 520,000 
and subscriptions amounting to §20,000 
from a few public spirited indfviduals; tho 
city of Victoria contributed NOTitiNf; 
towards its construction. Tho hospital onst 
$65,000 -§15,000 more tlian tho directors 
had in their posaession— it consequently 
commenced its career with a debt of thia 
amount. The hospital ha-i jmiclicallij hteu 
and U the ciUj honpilal, doing tlia work tho 
city itself should have uudertakuu. Tlie 
directors contend that tlie oity shall now 
subscribe to tho hoepital thia §15.000, and 
it is their evident duty to do so. 
ifcgain , the ^yearly ;; ;?xpeiiMa of tbo 



hospital amount in round numbers 
to §25,000. To meet this amount 
the directors have a Provincial Government 
grant of §10,000; from paying patienta §8,- 
000; from the oity of Victoria, §2,000; leav- 
ing a deficit of §5,000 per annum, The hos- 
pital haa been in operation for four years, 
oonaequently it is in debt §20,000 for general 
maintenance. During the first and eocond 
year the hospital was open Victoria city 
continued ita munificent Christmaa contri- 
bution of §20, the last two years it has sub- 
scribed §2,000 annually. As before stated 
during the exiatonoe of tho hospital it has 
always taken care of Victoria's sick poor. 
It has done what Victoria should have done 
itself, tho hospital having neither been built 
nor adequately supported by the oity. The 
greater proportion of patients treated in tho 
hospital were those who wore properly a 
direct charge on tho oity of Victoria. 'The 
§20,000 the hospital is iu debt for general 
maintenance ia money which in equity tho 
oity owes tho hospital. Lot the 
oity pay ita just debt of thia 
amount, which, with the §15,000 due by tho 
oity for construction, will enable tho direc- 
tors to pay off cbe debt of the hospital. Tho 
citizens of Victoria should insist on the hoa- 
pttal loan by-law for $35,000 being placed 
before them to vote on at. once, and should 
carry it by an overwhelming majority. 

Aa Ifegards the future, with a Provincial 
Government grant of §10,000, a grant from 
the municipaliiy of Victoria of §10,000, 
§8,000 from pay patients, giving tho boa- 
pital an income of §28,0Ci0, there would be 
no further financial trouble aa regards this 
wortliy and necessary institution. 

Tho Board of Directors of the hospital 
might well be reduced to nine— three ropro- 
eenting the Provincial Government, three 
tho oity, and three the Bubscribors and gen- 
eral public. 

A charge of extravagant management has 
boon made, or liinted at, by tho committee 
of tho City Council, but not proved. This 
ia a rolleotion on tlio buaiaesa cupaoity of tho 
B"ard of Dirootora.aud one which will prove 
oi-tirely unfounded on cartful inquiry. 
A oimparison was made by tho Council's 
oonimittoo aa between St. Joeeph'a lioapital 
and the Jubilee. This had much better have 
been omitted. The figures given are not 
correct. Tho nursing staff of St. Joseph's 
is practically unpaid; it has no reaidont 
medical officer, whereas tho cost of these 
employes at the Jubilee ia approximately 
§6,600 per annum, Again St. Joseph's is 
an old fashioned "block hospital" and for 
this reason easy of administration. Tho 
Jubilee, on tho other hand, ia a modern 
pavilion hospital and consequently more ex- 
pensive in ita service. 

A comparison bet%veon a " block hospital" 
and one on tho pavilion plan, so fur as cffl- 
oionoy and tho safety of its inmatca is con- 
cerned, ia entirely in favor of tho pavilion 
system. The "block" plan is ohsoloto — dan- 
gcrdna and anaotontifio. The "pavilion" 
plan ia that approved of by tho light of ex- 
perience. Aa an illustration of this I might 
mention that durbag the winter of 1893, 
Bellevne hoapital, in New York oity, 
a very large old-fashioned " block hoapital," 
waa olooea and quarantined beoanse of the 
existence of a few oaaea of typhus fever 
which occurred in it, Saob a oataatrophe is 
imposaible in conneotion with a " pavilion " 
hof-pital, 

Tho suggestion by tho Council committee 
that a hospital should bo erected near the 
centre of tho city by the council means that 
a "block hospital," with all ita dangers, 
shall be built. The statement that a hoapi- 
til oven of thia poor character can be 
erected large enough to aoooramodato eighty 
patients for from §8,000 to §11,000 ia ab- 
surd and demonstrates the entire ignorance 
of this committee, Tho ground alone 
sufEciont to erect a pavilion hospital upon 
near tho centre of tho city would cost not 
less than §25,000 or §.30,000, 

I don't think tho public, much leaa tho 
Committee of the City Council arc aworo of 
tho fact that in tlie Jubileo Hospital Vic- 
toria has a hospital of a better character 
than any which exista in London, England, 
that tho results attained particularly iu 
nurgicil work done in the Hoapital are not 
Burpaaacd as regarda result, indeed aeldom 
approached by any London Hoapital. 

Wliether i\ committee of the City Council 
can hopo to suoceeafully oritioian the man- 
agement cf Ih3 Board of Directora of 
the Jubileo Hoapital composed os that board 
ia of a number of Victorias most intelligent 
busineaa men ia a question which I leave 
the public to pn nounce upon.

The bill waa reported complete with 
amcudmeutp, several further suKgested 
changes baing after long discusaion Uid 
over to be presented on consideration of the 
report. 

Hon. Mr Davie prcaonted a nicssago 
from His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
transmitting a bill rcspec'ing tho draiuiigo 
and dyking and irrigiition of lands. 

Tho mcaeago waa considered in commit- 
tee, Mr. Semlin in the chair. Bill reported 
and read a first time.

Amendment agreed to, and sub>iection (2) 
struck out. 

Hon. Mr Ti'RNEH moved to amend cUugo 
4, providirg the .'icalo of charges, by making 
the duties payahlo on sums up to $100,000 
1 per cent, up to §200,000 2 per cent., up to 
§700,000 3 per cent., up to 51,000,000 4 per 
o-2nt. , and above that umnunt 5 percent. 
Property doviacd to any one of certnin do- 
scribed near relatives to be exempb lui 
to §10,000 in each ciBo, and to bo charged 
half rate on all in excess of that amount. 

The committee roso and reported progress. 

The house adjourned at 6 p.m., until 2 
p. m. on Tuesday next.

THE VERNAL EQUINOX. 

It Occurred on Tuesday— The I'rocesslon of 
the Equinoxes— All About Them. 

(From tho Now York Times.) 

This year the vernal equinox occurred on 
the forenoon of March 20, when ecliptic 
aod equator crossed each other. Tho daya 
and nights are of nearly equal length, and 
the eun'a rays span tho polea. One would 
quite naturally think, from a glance at a 
star chart, that the place of jaDOtion bs- 
tween eoiiptio and equator would always be 
the same.^Baoh snooeediag'. year. This, 
however, is by no means the case. The 
equinox moves westwoird fifty seconds 
every year, which phenomenon is 
explained as follows; The earth is slightly 
flattened at the poles and bulges out at the 
equator, The attraction of the sun and 
moon on this ring of matter causes the pule 
of tho equator to revolve around the pole 
of tho eoiiptio in a email circle that re- 
quires 20,000 years for ita completion. 

The westward movement of tho equinox, 
duo to the same cause, complotca iu tho 
ainio timo ita backward movement around 
tho ecliptic, after which tho celeati.d 
m.ichinery begins a now revolution with tho 
ean)0 reeulta. To all of this has been given 
tho name of tho proceaaioa of the tquinoxoo. 
For tho same reason tho polar star changes, 
tho stars seem to move forward, and new 
star charts bavo to ho made every fifty 
yoara. The earth, instead of moving 
quietly in space, ia pullod hither and thither 
by many ooL'flicting forces, having at least a 
half dozen different movomonte, be- 
sides whirling in her orbit nineteen 
miles a second and carrying tho 
dwollora on the equ vtor 1,000 miles an hour 
as eho revolves on linr axis. Her trauisla- 
tion iu apace ia the moat marveliua of all. 
Tho sun with ita comets, planets, mrons, 
asteroids, meteors is moving towards Her- 
cules, knonn as tho apex of tho sun's way, 
at the rate of 20.000 miles an l)our. Stars 
aro opening before him as ho advances and 
fllosiog behind him as ho recedes. Tho rea- 
son tho change ia not perceptible is becauae 
the life time of an observer is of no account 
in a journey where a million years ia re- 
quired for the snn and bis brilliant cortege 
to reach the confiues of the constellation 
whither they ore bound.

LET US BA VE JUSTICE. 

The appropriations placed in tho estimates 
for British Columbia appear to ua to be 
altogether inadequate. If twioe tho sums 
named were appropriated to the improve 
ment of the harbors and rivora of the 
Province they would be scarcely aufCcicnt. 
Money ia needed for the lights and buoya 
and surveys necessary to mnko the naviga' 
tion of the watera of the British Columbia 
put of tliia ooas^ safe. The losses Boatained 
by individaala and governments in the 
course of the laat two years for want of 
better and more reliable charts and the 
other facilities we have named ought to 
have convinced the Government that t 
liberal expenditure on thi.s coast is an abso 
lute necessity. 

It should not be forgotten for a moment 
that, ns regards Dominion appropriations, 
British Columbia, when compared with the 
other provinces, occupies a peculiar position, 
The amount which this Province ia com 
pelled to contribute to the Dominion, com 
pared with ita population, ia in every sense 
'extraordinary. It is really wonderful how 
ita small population stands tho continuous 
drain. It contributes per capita more than 
five times aa much as any other of tho prov- 
inoee, and it is very far from receiving a 
proportionate return. In providing for the 
wants of British Golai&Ua the Dominion 
Government should never lose sight of this 
fact } oornmoa justice demands that they 
shonlddeatliberally with the PaoifioProvince, 
Its inhabitants cannot afford to send so 
much money as they do to Ottawa every 
month of every year. The exactions of tho 
General Governmeat are impoverishing 
them. Thia fa seen now during this period 
of depression more plainly than ever ib was. 

It must he aeon hy every member of the 
Government and of the Federal Parliament, 
that if the circumatancoa of oil the proviucoa 
were lilio those of British Columbia, a very 
difleront trade policy would be required for 
the Domiuion than the one ' no'W in opera 
tion. The Government would not require 
the revenue whioh It' would then oolleot, 
and the people of the whole Dominion would 
not droam of submitting to tho burden 
of taxation which tho inhabitanta of 
this Province aro oonipolled to bear. They 
complain bitterly aa it is j if it wore fivo 
times aa great they would rebel. But 
British Columbiana have borne the burden, 
heavy as it is, with extraordinary pationco. 
They know that tho ciroumatancos of tho 
Provinces on the other side of the Roolcy 
Mountains are very different from theirs, 
and that the policy whioh is best for the 
Dominion oaa whole is not the one beat 
Baited to Britiafa Coinmbia, and they have 
consequently supported the National PoUoy 
and the Government whioh eatablished and 
maintained it. 

This being the case, it ia surely not un- 
reasonable that they should expeot consid- 
eration at the handa of the Government 
they have supported so loyally and so 
■disinteroatedly. They do not want, as 
we have said before, favors from tho Gov- 
ernment ; they do not aak to be paid for 
their support either directly or indirectly. 
All they require is simple justice. They 
consider it but fair and right that the appro- 
priations to Britiah Coinmbia should bear 
something like a proportion to their contri- 
butions to the revenue, 
. ^0, trust that, in relying npon ^the Gov- 



ernment's sense of jaaticeV British Columbia 
will not be disappointed ; and that the 
representatives of the Province will not be 
compelled to beg as favors appropriations 
that should be cheerfully and yolnntacily set 
apart for it as. its jaat due. . " 

NOT UNAMEBIOAir. ' • # 

The Taooma Ledger has a griovonco whioh 
it tries to make the moat of. A contract 
has, it seems, been made by the United 
States Government with a British Columbia 
coal company to supply tho United States 
veaaela which are' to patrol Bebring Sea 
with fuel. The amount of the oontraot is 
said to be §100,000. The Ledger ia indig. 
nant that the American ships are to be sup- 
plied with British coal and proteata againat 
what it calls an unAmorioan discrimination 
vory vigorously. It doea not say one word 
about the quality of the Britiah .eoal com- 
pared with that whioh Washington State 
can supply.' But this ia by far 
the most important thing to be considered 
in forming an opinion as to whether it ia 
Amei;ioan or un-Americin for the United 
Stotes Government to buy the coal needed 
for their ahipa in British Coinmbia in pre. 
ferenoe to, say Seattle. If it ia well known 
that Comox coal is vastly superior for the 
uso of slcamshipa to Seattle coal or coal 
mined anywhere in Woahington State, then 
it ia characteristically American for tho 
U. S. Government to buy Comox coal. 

We cannob fancy any proceeding more 
un-Amerloan than for a government or an 
individual to purchase an inferior article 
bocauto it is American, when a very much 
br tter one caii bo had without any extra ox- 
ponao. Tho American ahipmaator who 
would go to aea with poor ooal, when he 
could easily get good, would not deserve 
the character for business ability and 
ahrowdnesa which Amoticana as a people 
have earned for themselves. Wo are very 
much afraid that tho owners of a ship whoso 
captain supplied his vessel with poor coal 
when good could be bad, would immediately 
suspect that akippet bad been paid a com- 
mIssioD for purchaisng the inferior article. 
And in nine oases out of ten they would be 
right. 

AN UNFORTUNATE EXPLANA- 
TION. 

It ia not a little singular that Lord Roao- 
bery'a utterances in the House of Lords 
withrespeot to the Eogliah people and 
Home Rule should have been mlsunder 
stood by so many intelligent people. Tho 
Irish members, it seoma, did not understand 
Lord Rosobery as ho wished to be under- 
stood. Neither did the leaders of the Con- 
servative party, nor the editorial writers of 
tho Times. So generally, in fact, waa Lord 
Rosebcry misunderstood, that he bad to 
take a journey to Edinburgh to explain 
his meaning. Even after bis explanation 
waa made wo find that many of 
the leaders of tho Irish people are not satie- 
Sed, and it is quite posaiblo that thoae who 
do not cxpreos dissatisfaction find it best, 
for policy's sake, to say that His Lordship's 
explanation e,xplained. But there are some 
who do not think it worth while to be so 
complaisant. The London Standard, when 
it siya that " he strove, but failed, to ox- 
plain away bis explicit statement in tho 
House of Lords," expressed the opinion of a 
vast number of Liberals as well aa .Tories. 
Lord Bosebety ia a master of the English 
language. He is never at a loss to put the 
thought he has in his mind into words. 
He is no blundering stammerer who haa 
to try aud try again until he 
manages to make himself underatood. The 
probabilities are that the intelligent men 
who heard hia apeech in the House of Lorda 
understood Lord Boaebery as he then wished 
to be understood, but that the reception 
that his utterance mot with from influential 
men of his own party caused him to try to 
make it appear that he did not mean what 
he said. 



cautious one. It docs nob propose, as was 
formerly done, to obarge land beyond the 
limits of deviation. It commenoos by a 
statement of the general prinoiple in general 
terms. But it only alTsota land within the 
limits of deviation. Within those limits, 
the lands, "or some of them," shall be liable 
to an improvement charge in respect of 
"any increaaed value or benefit" whioh they 
may derive from tho improvements. The 
course of procodurn is as followa: Tho 
Council make the first movo, in tho ahape of 
an asaeaamont. There they are to atate 
their views as to the lands to be charged, 
as to tho amount of enhanced value, and 
tho names of the persona interested. The 
charge is to bo a yearly payment of 3 por 
cent, on one-half of tho enhanced value. In 
their turn, the ov/ners of the lands may ob- 
ject that they ought not to be assesaed at 
all, or not so much; that omitted 
lands ought to be brought in; 
or that the wrong persons have been named 
as liable to pay. In case of disputes, the 
Local Government Board is to appoint an 
arbitrator to decide them ; and his award is 
to be final. With respect to the incidence 
of the charge as between various owners, if 
the freehold owner is in possesBion of the 
land between the date of the, Aot and that 
of the award, he is to pay it ; if not, the 
arbitrator is to consider the several inter- 
ests in the land, and he may either postpone 
the commenqement of the charge, or may 
apportion its inoidenoo between the free- 
homers .and others during any extatlng l^cm 
of years. In that prooess he ia to have re- 
gard to contracta. Theolaimsof the Gop:n- 
oil uro to be made within aeven years after 
tho passing of the Act." 

By thig.ib is seen that the CoudoU, bs 
with ua, takes the initiative:' Fault waa 
found with this ; some holding that it was 
for the property owners intoreated to tuko 
the firat step. Tho Lords threw out tho 
bill, but it ia certain to become law, sooner 
or later. Tho opponents of the betterment 
scheme in England, as well aa here, want 
one presented to them with which no fault 
can bo found. " If wo are to meet," says 
Lord Hobhou30, " with perpetual negation 
till an unasaailablo plan haa been dovised, 
thia particular mode of helping the London 
Exchequer will never be effected. Perhaps 
that is the solution to whioh our opponents 
look forward, lb ia for Londoners to any 
whether they think it tho proper solution." 



" THE BETTERMENT PRINOIPLE." 

The prinoiple of- local improvement, or 
"betterment" aa It is called in England, 
hag been approved by the London Council 
and the House of Commons, but it has not 
been accepted by tho House of Lords, We 
find that the principle on which the Engliah 
meaeuro ia baaed is identical with that on 
whioh the act in operation in this city ia 
founded. Lord Hobhouse, in an article in 
the March number of tho Contemporary Re- 
view — " Tho Houao of Lords and Better- 
ment " — says: " Tho principle relied on by 
tho London Council is thia, that wlien im- 
provomenta are made at the public 
coat it ia just that property which, 
apart from the general benefit, 
haa its vnluo enhanced in some special way, 
should contribute to tho coat in some special 
way." Thia definition is both conoiso and 
oomprehonsivo. Wo find, too, that tho prin- 
ciple, which all must admit to bo sound and 
fair, haa commended itself to the good sense 
of people in England as ib has to those of 
tho United States and Canada.

Most of tho opponenta of tho Council 
pay some homage to the principle, oven if it 
be only lip homage. On the other hand, it 
is universally agreed that the application of 
tho principle ia a matter ot great difficulty 
and that any plan for it receives careful ex 
amination before being put into action." 

This ia the oxpericnco on this aide of tho 
Atlantic, although it appears to ua that 
here, aa well as in Great Britain, the diffi- 
culty is greatly exaggerated. Tho prinoiple

THE MDNIOIPAL ACr. 

Several Amendments to Be Proposed When the 
liill Next Comes Up lu the House. 

Though the Munioipal Act has passed 
through the committee of the whole in 
the legislatttre, there is still likely 
to be quite a bit of disotusion upon 
it, for several of the amendments, defeated 
in committee are to be moved on presenta- 
tion of the report, One amendment of 
whioh Hon. Mr. Beaven has given notice 
proposes to re-insert the provision a few 
days ago struck out of tho act, making it 
necessary chat to qualify a candidate 
for mayor or alderman, the value 
of his property must be in excess 
of the amount of the required qualification, 
on any mortgage registered against it. Tho 
committee considered that mortgages should 
not count in thia connection and Mr. Beaven 
now proposes to divide the house upon tho 
question. Tho other amendments are given 
notice of by Mr. Grant, who ia acting on 
behalf of the legislative committee of tho 
City Council. They aro principally the 
following: 

SINKING FUND investments. 

' The ' Municipal act, 1892,' ia hereby 
amended by inaerting the following as soo- 
tioa 115a : 

'115a. a board of commissioners, con- 
sisting of three persons to bo ap 
pointed as hercmaftcr mentioned, 
shall have tho control and manage- 
ment of oil tho sinking funds and inter- 
e«t of tho corporation of tho city of 
Victoria, and of all moneys realized from 
special loans until auch time as tho 
Bume be required for tho purpose or 
purposes for which they were obtained. 
Suoh board of commiBsioucrs may invest 
inch sinking funds either in acquiring local 
Improvement debentures issued by the said 
corporation, or on first mortgage of real 
estate, provided that no advance shall bo 
made on mortgage as aforesaid for an 
amount greater than than one-third of the 
aiEcascd value of such real estate, and at a 
rate of interest not greater than seven per 
cent. , or may bo deposited in any chartered 
bank doing business in tho said city of Vic- 
toria from time to time as may 
bo necessary, but in no case shall 
any investment of any particular sink- 
ing fund, or of any unexpended moneys 
or special loans, be made for a period longer 
than the periods speoified in the by-law or 
other authority authorizing aubh ' loans at 
which the same matures, or in case of un- 
expended moneys beyond a period of one 
year ; and all interest and other aooumula- 
tiona arising from snob investments aa afore- 
said shall bo subject to be dealt with in like 
manner and as aforesaid. 

" The corporation of the city of Victoria 
may appoint, by resolution under the seal 
of tho corporation, ono of snob oommia- 
aionors ; tho Lieutenant-Governor in Couu- 
il may, by order in council, appoint ono of 
such conimissioncra ; and tho third of such 
commisaionera shall bu ajjpointed l)y a judge 
of the Supremo court of British Columbia 
upon application in a summary manner by 
the aaid corporation. 

'Each of the said commiasioncra shall 
hold otiico during tho pleasure of his appoin- 
tor, and all the eiuklug funds and accumu- 
lated interest in connection with special 
oans of tho aaid Corporation ahallbo veated 
in tho aaid conmdssionera, in trust for the 
purpose for which they were obtained, sub- 
ject to inveatmoDt aa heroiubeforo provided. 

" Such commissioncrH may bo paid auch 
remuneration for their services as may be 
mutually agreed upon by the council of tho 
said corporation and the Lientenant.G-ov- 
ornor in council, to be paid by the said cor- 
poration. 

EXOEPTIOMS TO EXEMI'TION. 

To amend section 197, sub-section (5), of 
the munioipal act, 1892, by adding tho fol- 
lowing words at the end thereof : " oxcopb 
in cases where rates are impoaod under any 
by-law authorizing ony work of local im- 
provement, for which such lands or improve- 
ments, or both, would be subject to taxation 
or rating, if hold by a private individual or 
corporation.''

To insert as 17a : "' 17a. Section ' 104 
of the munioipal act, 1892, is hereby amend- 
ed by inserting after sub-section (77] Of .aaid

of the said corporation, within whioh area so

Tho Court iu thia action, ia all ita pro- 
ceedings, iind in the iiriaont dcoiaion, gov- 
eruB itself entirely nnd oxclusivuly by tho 
pruviaiona of iho liritish Iniporial ttot of 
189H und tho order in council of thut dtite, 
and tliia without reference to tho torritoriul 
and other rights mutuully rcebrved to and 
by Russia aud Kngland in tho correspond- 
enOB in May last between the lato lamented 
Sir Robert Muurior and Mr. Chickino on 
behalf of their reepectivo governments.

The eridenoe of Captain Qeorgo Heater, 
wbiob Mras given in a ready, atrafghtforwat d 
manner, wiihout conoealment or eqitlTouik 
tioD, was: That on the 23rd Jannar^-, 
1893| tho Aiooko started on a sealing and 
fishing voyage in the North Pacilio. Took

Thia latter was 
v.-ritten in daily nt some usual or pruoticablu 
hour, the captniu and mate, after consulta- 
tion, pricking tho poaitiou of the aohoocor 
cif upon the chart ; and tho niite, who was 
tho better scribo of the two, recording it 
with other events of the day, such as ohanee 
of wind, force and direction of coa, and tho 
llkSi in the mate's (oommouly recognized as 
"thoahlp'a") log. Indeed, Capl. Heiiter 
considered he had no right (as well as no 
room) to put auoh details on tbe oliicial log, 
aud it is not made compulsory b> British 
law to do so. 

On tho authority of " Tho Henry Coxon," 
p.lSG, li Probate, though not directly ap- 
plicable in thia case, and upon tho objection 
of tho Hon. Mr. Pooley, Q.C., the counsel

BtroDg wind 
and heavy sea j tho wind commenoiuE; from 
N.N.W., varying lo W-S- W. and S 3. W. , 
turning to a atrong gale" and high sea, and 
continuing with tluck weather, day after 
day, froin tho 17ih, with on(y brief occa- 
sional intervala of moderate wind ; and that 
thia kind of weather lasted until the 2l3t 
(Weatern time), when, aftera stormy morn- 
ing, tho wind fell, the sea being atill high 
bub goiqg d.o.wn thick, weather prevailing 
with iatervaia., . , . , . ' 

The t'f'n'th'of' this account of the state of 
the weather during those' five or sir days, 
waa incidtutally confirmed by the RussUn 
officer, who (Wm, Heater, the mate, In bis 
sworn evidence as to what occurred on board 
the schooner during the search states) "then 
oame on dook from below where he had been 
searching, and said, I suppose you know 
what wo are at ? " (He spoke Eoglish with 
an Kagliah accent.) "I said I did, w«'d 
lighted land that afternoon. / said you 
hnow how had and stormy the weather has 
been; he admiltea it, a7id said that was tnic. 
We got driven in hero (1 added), it was cot 
ou- fault we got hero. I asked fiim what ho 
intended to no? Ho said I guesa we'll let 
you off " A conversation to tho same effect 
occurred bctuotn Capt. Heater nnd the 1st- 
I/eiiii n.int on b'liiril ihe " Yacouto," v/hich 
I atijl. have to alludu to when dealing with 
th':' curieuo whbih eo throw them out of 
ihi ii- cu-ura;!. Tlio acennuf. which tho mas- 
itr if tne Aieolio givpo (.f this {t;o him) 
oven ful d i.y, alsii f loni hia r: olleotion, ia in 
Hi.i i- uiKi direction. I', ia tint on tho 21at 
July ( iVe-teri; time) they hiid a atrong wind 
fruiu ' ho S W wuh a liigh sia, ihs ship's head 
bearing wesr.ei ly. "At 8 am.," ho aiiya, 
" I woro ship's head to tho S. K us tho wind 
cimo ni')ro lo the S. S. W. About noon there 
was a strni'g wind and a high sea, the wind 
veering to thoS. E. AbautSp m. tho fog 
lifted ttlitt'o. nnd I caught sight of the lanel, 
when the foy oamo down and covered all 
again. I judged from tho glancD that I had 
that tho shore waa 15 to 20 miles off." Ho 
does not toll U3 in thia part of hia evidence 
what particular shoro it was, but bo was 
sure it was within tho limits, for he says, 
"I immediately woro thip, set all 
sail and set hor course at S, W.," 
u direction which the Admiralty chart 
and the ship's chart, which is also iu evidence, 
show would take tier right i ff tho island 
out of the forbidden waters. And it ia very 
noteworthy that she was sailing with full 
sail towards theS.W., S .and 8 W , pre- 
sumably on her way out, when she was over- 
hauled by the Rusaian transport late that 
same evening. 

There ia not oven a Buspiolon that Heater 
know of Of s»w tha Yacouto before aha oimc 
on him, Tho presumption is fairly tbe 
other way. Tho change iu tho sails (of which 
wo havo much ovidcnc ) necessitated hy the 
chftQgo in tho course of tho achooncr, and 
her poaition aa reapected tho direction of 
the wind, whioh remiined about tho pame, 
help to show that she chungcd her course to 
S W. from N. W., and was on that cour.se 
when seized (tho protocol eaya "under 
e\i\ ") for when ahc sighted the ladd (wo 
gather from tho evidence) that sho cartied 
in lieu of tho big mainanil, thou closely 
furled, a storm trysail with a double reefed 
foresail uiid a reefed fore staysail, her jib 
and ffying jib biing down and furled. 
When she woro round in order to be under 
full sail, ahe niuat have stowed away her 
storm trysail, hoisted her mainsail, shaken 
out the reefd in and hoisted her foresail, set 
hnr maintopaail, shaken out the reefs and 
lioiotbd fore staysail and hoia<ed her jib and 
flying jib. And this ia what nbe did. 

But tho diffjrcnco in tho iiaila sot so en- 
tirely agreo with a change of cource from 
N.W. to S and S. W. aa to form a coinci- 
dence, the more effective for being unde- 
signed, with the change of course, to which 
ho swears and corroboratca his evidence in 
that particular. 

" When I sighted land," he adds in c:o3s- 
oxamioatioD, "it was pretty nearly^diead or 
a llttlo on tbe starboard bow, Tho same 
time I siw it I looked at the coirivoss ; 
that waa pointing to tbo N.' W. 
The sail wo were under was try- 
■ail, reefed foretopaatl and trysail. 
We wore ship becauee there was not enough 
wind to stay tbe ship and we had email sail 
on. "That tbe course adopted waa the right 
cind only right one to get out of the zone, 
and Ih'iv wua their real obj.oct, ia proved by 
the cvidorice cf Iho male, who, in an ubly 
coailuctcd crossexamination, stated "the 
wind wns lighl^, there wm a heavy sea on 
the land, wo could not mako nmch head- 
way, the sea was too heavy. No ; wo could 
not have steered any other ourto lo havo 
got off ahoro." The otlier white sailori cor- 
roborate this in every material partiouVir. 

An ex'imlnation of tho positiooq ot tho 
tchooner from the 17ih to llie 22ud, aa l^id 
down on the chart of the Ainoko, goes to 
prove that they considered Ihemeelves all 
those days outsield the forbidden zone, for 
that shows that on tho 17th July sho waa, 
by observation with sextant, at lat. 54 deg. 
'J m. N. , loDg. ICS drg I t-n. K , about (it) 
nautioil miles from Behring island and 90 
from Copper island, far outside tho zino. 
On the 18th, by dead reckoning, in lafc. 5:i 
deg. •14m N., long. 166 deg. 15m. E , or 100 
miles from Copper ialanrl. On l!)th, by 
ditto, lat. 53 drg -Hin. N., long. IGG deg. 
25m. E. ,or 70 milea from Copper island. 
On 20ih, by dend reckoning, lat. 53 deg. 21 
in. N , long. IGG deg. 40m. E., or 70 milca 
from that island. Oa 2l6t(WeBtern time), 
we know that when found by otoanier aha 
waa IG miles S.W. of Copper island. Inir- 
ing tho five days following tho 17ih tho 
master of the schooner waa unable to taka a 
single observation. On the 17lh they were 
certain of their position, but afterwards 
only by dead reckoning, making no proper 
allowances in making their reckoning fur 
tho strong current aoi;ting on shore, fiT tho 
simple reason that Capt. Heater did not 
know it, having obtained his first knowledge 
of it from tho courtesy of the Ruaaian cfli 
cor on the Yacoute after tho seizuio. Thia 
current sets atroogly in a northeastern 
direction when the wind is souih and 
weaterly on shore. Capt. Bisaett, of tho 
Annie Faiot sealing vessel, who hud known 
this current well during three years Bi^aling 
in the neighborhood of those islands, stated 
in his evldenoB that from its ^ blowing so 
much before from .tho\So'uth nod South 
West, the current was unusually strooB this 
year with a strong set to tbe N. R , and, as 
one camo closer In shore of some two milea an 
hour, ho himaelf though deeper in tho wat.-^r, 
and hia ship a hotter cailor than tho Ainoko 
waa driven by it, fotwilliatanding Ids pro- 
vicua experienoo o! it — from 4,') miles oil' 
land, tho regular cruiaing ground of sealers, 
to 22 or 2.'i milea from it, that is 7 or 8 milca 
within the zone, and althongli a pcht'oucr 
in generally sail 4',' or 5 pnin'n dl' thcwind, 
if tlie auils ant well. 'J'liu tu.rent would 
trend on to Ceppn.- island by South end 
of Iho island, VS'hcn tho wind wua about 
S. by W. tho drifting would be consider- 
able. Sumo vcsacla drift more than others, 
lost or moro according to tlieir depth in I be 
water and othnr conditions and tho wtsy 
(hey nre soiled, {The Annie Fainb was deep- 



er in tho water than the Ainoko and there- 
fore, holding hor way better, waa preaum- 
ahly somewhat loaa offeotod by ll; yet under 
tha iLffuenco of it she drifted, though a leaa 
diatanco than tUii Ainoko, Bomo or 7 milea 
ithin the zino before a favorable breezo 
cirricd her out. Toat thia current acted 
upDU by tho stormy South aud Weat winds 
and tha high aaas of thosa five stormy daya 
which preceded iliu ue'Z>ire, h.id a most po- 
tent tU'eoS in driving tha schooner towards 
tbo point where she was ultiniati ly picked 
up by tha atoamer notwiUiatniidiog her 
efforts against wind and aoa, uppeara from 
Hoater'd evidonoo in Bovorul places — and 
eapeoially iu hia firat interview with the 
Ruaaian officer on hoard, of which he says: — 
"He asked ma to come on board and bring 
the ship's papere, which I done im- 
mediately. When I g)b on board 
one officer asked mo if I kuuw 
I was within the limits ? I think tho lat 
Lieutenant, as ho done all the talkiog. I 
told blm I did and spied land....that'after- 
noon, that's why I was trying, to got out- 
aide, I saidi you know . What' weather we 
have had lately; wa didn't oomo here with 
our good will. We wero'drlven hero. He 
said : Yes, I know you had bad weather and 
drifted. I said : Theto ' must be a strong 
current in here,- else we oonldn't possibly ho 
bore ? He said ; / admit a stromj cutrent 
hire sets in northeast with southerlu and 
south and west winds. I told him thatwai) un- 
kaowa to me ; 1 had never seen it. Then he 
a-iked me for my log, etc." 

This makea the position In tho mato'a or 
ahip'a log of very little value aa a guido lo 
his poeition on the five duys in question 
when they wero nearing tho ialand, although 
tho schooner would bo comparatively much 
leas inffuonced by it on the 17th and 18 h 
daya, when they were furthest away. Ihiu 
oa any of tho subatquent days. 

Capt, Biaaott'a evidence, although it is 
subject to thia remark — that ho had himaelf 
had a talk with Capt. Heater the evening 
boforn, anel is himaelf n aealor, aud although 
not caught was from having been within the 
zone to a certain extent in pari delictu, ia 
not to be lhrov,-n aside on that acoount 
alone. Ho was in no worse poaition than 
tho other aoaler witnesses who had boein in 
court all tho time, and whoso teatimony waa 
received without objection, and if incorrect 
it waa liable to bo disproved by other evid- 
cnco — and particularly because it waa con- 
tirmed in tho moat m».;orial respect by tho 
frank statements of tho Russian cffioera 
which I have already given on tho chief 
polnta, Capt. Biaaott tella us that tho gen- 
eral practice of sealers of that locality 
(and Heater tells U3 he adopted it 
at the period iu question) was 
to cruise backwards and forwards well 
outside the 30 mile limit 3 miles towards 
the islands and 4 milea away from them, 
keeping off at least 45 (always nauticil) 
miles from the land— and trying to keep on 
aud west of this 45 miles off, as their gen- 
eral position while hunting lor seals, bak- 
ing and tilling to bold their own, in order to 
effect thia object ond keep well out of dan- 
ger. And in this way sealing vessels go 
oven at times GO, 70, 150 and even 180 
niiloa off the land. Ho subotimtially corro- 
borates the account tho Ainoko gave of her 
various positions from tho 17th to the 22ad 
July by oomparia.ou with hia own (generally) 
on thoao (biya, ond alao taken by observa- 
tion on the 17th and bj'doad reckoning only, 
for the Dame reason, inability to take ob- 
aervation af:er the 17th — a period during 
which tho Ainoko waa frequently in sight, 
though 5 or G milca nearer to the ialand 
than the Aonio Paint. O.i the 22nd he aaw 
her three or four times ; they crossed eoch 
other in sailing betweer, the ISth and 22ad 
(including tho 22jd), and saw her on tho 
22odand23.d. Thu weather he deacnb;a 
as hhzy ; though id would lift at times, when 
you could see quite a way, porhapa 7 or 8 
milea, and then it would as suddenly close 
down. " I think (this witneas said) I taw the 
loom of tho land about 3 o'clock in tho 
afternoon ; I could not see the loom of tho 
land on the 2Ist, 20th or any of the pre- 
vious days back to the 17th." 

lltTo it ia to bo obs'irved tli^.t when tho 
various wilneases, ape.»king after tlio event, 
say they aav/ land, it does not follow, unless 
tho fog lifca altogether, that thny would 
stop lo ace moro than tho loom of the land 
to be assured of what land it is, for prox- 
imity to lanil is likely to Us avoided, espe- 
cially by sniliui? vessels, in had weather, 
and on a K-o shore, from whioh, if they 
approached too closo, tncy might not be 
able to claw off And so it was here, for in 
the oliicial log of tho Ainoko, which ti evi- 
eleuco and was seen by tha HuGsi.in eHic^r, 
and hoD an ondorsem.cnt thcroon from the 
Rusaian olllcera, iu Kuaslau and English, 
which proves that thia was the oaso. 

Tho orthography of the captain's entries 
in the oliicial log is very phonetic; but the 
sense of it ia like what I beliovo him to be, 
clear and honest. I tried and tested him in 
various way?, bioiuao the preauinption, not 
only iu law but in fact, was at firat dia- 
tinotly ngainat him, and tho onua prebiiidi 
waauponl.ini, and alao because, tho Run- 
8'an e.Hii'f;ra not being preocnt, it wua tho 
duty of thu court to receive their teatimony 
with the groalcat faith and respect, M if 
they had boen our own ofikera, subject of 
course like all evidonoo to ho explained if 
tho law called for it, possibly displaced 
upon that fuller enquiry under oath, whioh 
though allowed was not so convenient at af:a, 
and under surrounding circumatancca not 
so favorable for that full enquiry which has 
now taken place. But Capt. H«ater had 
stood the ordeal well; and although unculti- 
vated and plain in manner and speech, he 
baa novor varied iu BttbstanoB in bis acoount 
of tho explanations required of him, whether 
they wero against him or for him, from firat 
to laat. Tho court therefore ia compelled to 
regard him as a wilntsa of the truth. 

It is truo (iltliough ho waa not examined 
upon the point) that in tho portiona of tho 
mate'rt or ahip'a log, on whioh he waa croaa- 
examinod, and to which portions alono I 
considered myself — in tbo face of the plain- 
tilFa recorded objectionlo its production 
as a whole— entiUed to look, no mention is 
made of having sighted the land on tho 2 lat 
(Western time). Probably thia was because 
in tho official log, which tho plaintiff him- 
self produced as evidence, v;o find it dis- 
tinctly mentioned aa one of lha notable 
facts worthy of recording thiirein. For in 
thut, under tho head of July 22. id (Eiatern 
lime) the following occura: — "This dny 
commenced with strong wind from 
W. 8. W. At 3 p. m., wind de- 
bating (abatiDR) fog olearing up and 
the laud. Made all possible sale to git out- 
side of limmeta. At 11 p.m. over taking by 
Ruaaian crussor and ordered me to heave to 
aud bring my papoers on hard, whioh I did 
without dlay. When . arived on botd of 
crusser wsa informed I was inalde of lim- 
mets. Told him that I was driven tlicr by 
atrong wind, bcAVo aoa, and that I did not 
know that I was iusidu of a\id limmuts, and 
did not com tbcro of my own acord, liut by 
diatrea of v.'eiaher, mid trti.t uttihiii;/ my 
iray Old irlim hi, Ai'.(.n im , ir/tir/i In; o'cii iru.i 
/rue. But ho told iiio that ho tliould take 
niy paper.-! from iiio uud nnler mo to Yfko- 
hama ; went on bord, mad all posplo sale 
for said port, (adiau crew . objsotod being 
carried to Yokoham i, so I had to bring 
llicm to their home." 

" Auj^. 22, '!);!, at 1 p. m. arived at Hen- 
qui.M; for the purpoao of landing my orowe; 
u j either remarks worthey of note."

After a cureful oonBideriktion of all the 
facts, the charts and the various bearings of 
the case, now fully before tho court, I have 
a clear opinion ou throe pointa: lat. That 
until ho espied tho loud as the fog lifted for 
a short while at 3 p m. on the 22nd_(Eiatorn 
time) he had no idea that he was within tho 
forbidden waters. 2nd. That tho moment 
he did oapy land ho wore ship, sot nil sail to 
the S. W. to get out of the forbidden zouo us 
quickly as possible, by the only course then 
available for tho purpose, and that ho was 
honestly cirryini» out this intention to tho 
best of his skill and ability when ho wuo 
overhauled by tho Russian steamer and sent 
into port, and 3rd. That when overhauled, 
althouf;h the weather had moderated he was 
clearly not actually sealing or attempting to 



There remain therefore only three points 
to bo oouaidered, one of which only is of 
specific importance, to enable mo to apply 
the law as applicable on a consideration of 
all tho findings— to which the evidonoo must 
be my guide — for a determination of the 
whole case. 

These three points are :—( I ) The f.>.ct of 
the attempt to kill or take seals on the ISth. 
(2 ) The position of the lights of thu ship 
when the steamer approached her j and (3 ) 
tho statement of tho master on board the 
Yacouto and endorsed on the protocol in his 
own hindwritio£[, apparently at vt ranee 
with, not only his own evidence on the 
point, but that of ail the witnesses from his 
own ship —speaking of 68 instead of 46 
tkine. 

And first, as to the attempt to hunt seals 
ou the lS;h. Captain Heater made no con- 
cealment, whatever, of tho fact that he on 
that day let down the stern boat with him- 
self end two sailors with guns, trying to 
catch eeula ahead of the schooner for (he 
thought one, bis mate sjkid) two and a half 
hours, when, on account of the heavy 
weather, he returned completely uauooess- 
ful. This m^kca the presumption of law 
against him under tho act ; and unless he 
discharges that presumption by suflitfient 
evidence, and ahifts the onus to tho plain- 
tiQ', hia cotrdemuation is certain. 

But what are the facta ? It has already 
been proved beyond a peradventure, and i^t 
is not for a moment denied, that on July 17 
the Ainoko was by observation by sextant 
in lat. 54 deg. 9 m. N. and long. 105 deg. 
14 m. E ; in other words by tho dividers 60 
miles off Bohring island ond fully 95 miles 
ofr Copper island. 

It is in evidence, and none is adduced to 
the contrary, that the weather on that occa- 
sion had moderated so much as oven to in- 
duce the captain to lower the stern boat for 
sealing; tho wind was strong but fine all 
day, and the ship wo are told heading W.N 
W., whether they know it or not— some 
what against tho easterly trend of tho cur- 
rent, and the ship laying up to the W.N. W. , 
and that had been her course tho Rrcalor 
part of the day before, when the observa 
tiona were taken. The current, Gapt.Biasett 
testifies, has the least inilnenoe upon a 
ship the further it is away from Copper 
Island, towards the east end of which it set. 
They bad therefore some 30 or 40 miles to 
veer and haul upon before they were drawn 
within the limit of the forbidden zone. It ia 
more than probable therefore that from 4 to 
G o'clock on the ISih they were well out- 
tide tho limits, and if so, were entitled to 
fish there without let or hindrance. But, 
assuming it were not so, I think tho evi- 
dence ia irresistible that he was under tho 
honest and complete conviction that they 
were well beyond those limits at tho Ume ; 
and if wrong was under an honest mialako 
at the time, and so has fairly discharged tho 
presumption of law against him tia to this 
particular point— and tlio more bo that no 
evideLC3 hbs been adduced by the pluint-if 
to the contrary. 

The milking on tho ship's chart on that 
day shows this ; and the captain swears 
positively, us the ship's chart on inspection 
itself shows, not a single marking on it, 
though of course much used, was rubbed 
out or defaced on it, and I believe him. 
That gives the position at noon as in lat. 
53 deg. 4Sm. N., long. 165 deg. 23m. K , 
or further oway from Copper island, whithtr 
tho current trended, than on tho day be- 
fore. That was, in all probability, not ex- 
actly correct, but that was their honest 
conclusion to the best of their experience 
and judgment, qualities in which they ap- 
peared by no means deficient, and as their 
oalouiations were founded on acourato ob- 
servations at noon on the prsvions day and 
on the oottree and progress of the ship and 
the weather in the interval, I consider the 
fair and reasonable presumption, one which 
sitting us a jury I ought to entartoin, is 
that they were at the time still outside tho 
forbidden limits. 

Tto no.xt question to bo disposed of ia aa 
to tho lights tho Ainoko carried at tho time 
she was overtaken. 

In the Rusdinn protocol it is stati^d that 
the Vucou'.e at 11 p. m. saw tho liritish 
schooner Ainoko under rail and carrying no 
lights. From this it would naturally be in- 
ferred that, contrary to tho univeiBsil re- 
quirements in mercantile marine, alio wan 
taking advantage of tho darkuesa to eoreen 
herself from observation ; especially after 
Captain Heater's evidence that at 3 p. m. of 
tho same day he had caught sight, in how 
ever transient a manner, of Copper island 
and oonsfqucntly knov^ ho was within tho 

Erohibited limits. No evidence appears to 
ave been taken by tho Russian authorities 
on that point, as might liavo been done 
under sec. 3, sub.. sec. 2 of the act. Ho 
was, therefore, closely examined by tho 
learned counsel for the plaintiff on that 
point. 

Q What were you doing without lights ? 

A. " The lights were out (which he ex- 
plained to the Court meant wore exhibited 
in their proper position and monner) 
That's the way they (tho Kuaaian vessel) 
picked tho veaael out. If they say none, 
the statement is incorreot. We always 
have liglua out. Tho lights were out that 
right. I don't know when thoy wore put 
out. Tho atuamor could not see." lu 
another part of Iho ovidenco it was stated 
that she pAsaed first astern of tho schooner, 
ay.d then after going some little distance 
rounded to and croaacd tho tohooner'a 
bowE, and then must have seen the lights. 
"Then she whistled and broucht her to, and 
ordered her to scud a boat on board, 'They 
wore out when she crossed ahead of us if 
not before. It was just getting dark then 
in that latitude. It was in the month of 
July " (.Another witness plaoes tho time of 
the Yaooute hailing at half an hour earlier 
viz: 10 30.) No further cross. examination 
thereon was made or any contrary evidence 
adduced and the explanation of how the 



Yaooute did not see the lights at first was 
quite probable and aatiBfaotory — and the 
statement that tho schooner was without 
lights was diiproved, 

SEALSKINS, 

As to the number of sealskins. This wds 
stated in the proctocol as 68, but tho evi- 
dence all. goes to show that the Russian 
oflioer who wos searching the vcssol did not 
count the skins or tho number of them. 
Was told that only 40 had bfon c»ught, and 
those ho did examine wore salttd and dried 
and old, and he made no note of what was 
told him while on the sohooner, and when 
called onfor the namberon coming on boird, 
no doubt by mistake put 63. He had been 
informed that none' had been caught withm 
the prohibited llBoltB or since the 16th July, 
when there was no question that the Ain- 
oka was well without- the zone round Copper 
island. Against this oonolusion was adduced 
tho endorsement put by Capb. Heater in his 
own hand writiiig on the baok of the protocol, 
•■ Oudloy 46 aeales skins tatdng on this 
coast, having 68 on board, Buon taking on 
way over, George Heater, Master, and 
construed as a distinct admission In writing 
on a document which he knew was ^" the 
paper which was to go aj^nst him, and 
formed an admibsion which he could not 
now contradict, and was cited as an indica- 
tion that his other evidence was not to be 
rolled upon. 

But I do not so view it, but consider that 
hia explanation waa true and satisfactory. 

He knew that none had boon taken with- 
in tho liniita and that the only skins taken 
were on the 12 . h July, 1; on tho 13th, 10; 
on tho 14th, 5; on tho IGlh, 30. In all 40 
and every one taken well outaide tho limit 
created by tho act. Cupt. Bisactt proved 
that tho weather for tho tivo days waa not 
fit for hunting Boals and that ho put no boat 
down. They could not therefore hunt. Tho 
only fihort attempt to do so on tho 18th waa 
abortive. 

Tho roaaou Cupt. Heater gives for making 
that note on tho hick of tho proluool re- 
specting tho number of fkina was, that he 
thought it juit possible that aa tho Russian 
offioor reported they hiul Bcarchcd and found 
OS skins tho Indians might possibly have 
concealed 22 in sonic place 
had no knowledge of; if so, being 
anxious to nsauro tho Ruasiaii commander 
as the truth aud fact was that lbs veaael had 
nob token a. Btnglockin within tho prescribed 
limits, and on the supposition that they had 
found the extra 22, desired to uoto that 
thoy could only have haen taken on tho way 
up tho coast, and before the 40 (of tho taking 
every one of which he swore to the date) 
wore obtained. The Russian officer did not 
want him to write anything at all on the 
hack of the protocol, and in the hurry and 
confusion of tho arrest, and being as wo see, 
however good and honest a sailor, a very 
poor seribo, pub it down as we find it. Had 
he put, " If there are 68 on board some 
must have been taken on the way over," ho 
would have bouo exactly right ; and not a 
word could have boon siid. And that I 
think ia the true and simple explanation and 
does not really affect hia ciedibility.

THE SEIGNOEAQE BILL. 

President Cleveland Called on to Veto the 
Bland BUI as Disadvantageous 
and Destrcotire. 

Eua.ADXi.FniA, Maroh 21.— The banks of 
the Clearing Houao Association of Fbila- 

dclphia have united in tho following letter 
to Preaident Cleveland : " Philadelphia, 
Maroh 20 : To the President of tho T/nittd 
States >l}i>e banks of the Clearing House 
Assooiation of Philadelphis, believing that 
if the silver setgnoraee bill passed by Con- 
greas should become law, it will be a great 
disadvantage to the basiness interests ct the 
country, cause the destruction of rur mone- 
tary system obroad and seriously check 
proaperily, most reapeotfully ask you to 
withhold your signature from the bill and re- 
turn it with your veto." 



A Chinaman entered the Amerloan Con- 
sulate yesterday morning iu u gre&t state of 
excitement, under the impression that after 

all tho Wilaon bill now before Congroaa waa 
going to leave the opium duty at §12 a 
pound as at present. Ko was oonaiderably 
diaappointed when Intotmed Uiat saoh is 
□ot likely to bo the ease. lb seems that be 
had miaunderatood a Washington dispatch 
in the Colonist yesterday in regird to the 
tariff bill. This inoidont showB that the 
ChincBQ of Viotorin aro cloatily vvatchinc! the 
tariff legifllotion, so for aa it oonoerna their 
intoreata, and a talk with any of the more 
prominent Chinamen niukua it pl^in that 
I hey are wonderfully well posted in regord 
to tho situation, Tho approaching diaaater 
to the opiani manufacturing induatry here, 
has in fact been the ohiof topio in China- 
town for some timfi. 

One k-udiog Ohiiieao merchant yesterday 
atated tho case frnui an opium manufao- 
turer'u point of view. There is no question, 
he said, that, if the duty on opium going 
into the Stulca ia lowered, the busincsa 
of making it in Viotoria will bo 
ruiufi', as it woulil then bo impoesi- 
ble lo compote with the Hongkong 
arliolc ; and i hen, instead of there being 
some twelve firms extensively manufiotur- 
ing opium in this city as at present, there 
will remain but tho sorry remnant of the 
businois called for in supplying local de- 
mands. At present about 160,000 pounds of 
crude oplam are imported into this prov 
ince for manufacturing into the finished 
article, and ut SI a pound (the duty) the 
Dominion will lose the greater part of ^lUI), 
QUO u year. The city, if it does not grieve 
for the Chinese who will have to leave 
when their means of livelihood Is taken 
away, will be affected to the extent of 
about $5,000 paid in Hccbscs. There have 
been nearly 300 Chinamen, ho said, em 
ployed in this oonneotion, mainly in making 
charcoal for the fuel ^usod in tho manufao 
ture of the opium. 

Tai Yuno, tho head of the largest opium 
firm in town, was ijuite communicative on the 
subject. Crude opium ia procured chidly 
from Indiik, iio explained in discuBsing the 
subject. In Hongkong, V'ictoria'a great 
competitor iu tho busiueea, the crude ma- 
terial is admitted free, whcreaa 51 a pound 
has lb l)p hero. Opium can be sold in 
j BoDgkong for $.3, wnuj in » lOloria §C SO 
' ia charged for tho beat. Thia is the finest 
or Li Yune brand. Only when smuggled into 
the States could Viotoria opium bo sild 
there in competition with tho Hongkong 
"dope" while the duty stood Ikt $12 
Let' the United States out thia duty 
down to . S6, however, and it would 
be impossible for opium under any oironm. 
stances to be taken in from Canada on a 
payini; basis. In Hongkong the opium 
trade is iu tho hands of what is praotloally 
a monopoly, who pay a good round sum for 
their privilege. The reiscn given by Tai 
Yuno for tho Hongkong finished opium be- 
ing considered tho beat in the market is 
that tho hot climato of that pirt of the 
world is more favorable for keeping opium 
in good condition after it is nianufaotured, 
Aocordini; to a Chinaman holding un 
eminent poaition among hia countrymen 
here, the Hongkong opium monopoly nmsl 
have tampered with tho author of tho Wil- 
aon bill, and thus induced him to so ds the 
opium duty as to secure the Amoriosn mar- 
ket for their product, Tho Celeatiala can- 
not believe that Mr. Wilson has thus inter- 
rupted the course of thtir business from 
disinterested motives.

Kver sioca the eteamer 
waa blown to piectia divers have worked io- 
tormitttntly upon tho wreck and ha 
raised a considerable quantity of the 
misoellaueou^ cirgo, which waa brought 
to Santander. The divers reported that 
they were getting near the dynamite, but it 
was supposed that the explosivo had lost its 
power lifter so many weeks in the 
water. Threo divers went down to 
day, when tho explosion came. Ten 
men were out in a boat over tho spot 
where the divers were at work. Some lifty 
men were at woik at the docks. The cause 
of the exploaion of the dynamite is not 
known exactly. The report shook Mendez 
Nunez street, which started the 'quay 
along its whole length. A small boat just 
>,ff the dock WBS splintered and seven men 
were killed. Three divers also were killed 
and thirty men along the quay wero iojar- 
ed seriously.
